By KARL R. BAUMAN 
Washington, March 6 (AP)—Uni­ 
form price ceilings will be applied 
soon to all retail sales of beef, veal, 
lamb and mutton, and eventually to 
hundreds of other common food 
items. 
Announcing specific ceilings for 
retail sales of pork, Price Adminis­ 
trator Prentiss M Brown said simi­

cents-per-pound 
maximums 
would be Issued within a few weeks 
for other meats, probably In time for 
Hie start of meat rationing about 
April I.
